McKinley and Secretary 
Sherman discussed the Rivera case, 
and the latter at the President’s sug­ 
gestion communicated with Senor de 
Lome, the Spanish minister.

tary Sherman, in his blunt way, told 
the Spanish representative 
that

execution of prisoners of war was ab­ 
horrent to the American people. In 
the Rivera case this repugnance to 
the murder of men captured in civil­ 
ized warfare was aggravated by the

wounded. 
It is not doubted that Senor de Lome 
has 
communicated the substance 
of 
this informal protest to his govern­ 
ment, and there are reasons for be­ 
lieving that the Spanish authorities 
will cable 
orders to Havana which 
will save Rivera’s life. 


Washington, April 3.—The republi­ 
can members of the senate committee 
on finance are continuing their work 
day and night on the tariff bill, with 
the intention of reporting it to the sen­ 
ate at the earliest possible day. They 
the not yet prepared to give out any of 
the results of their investigations, and 
say that they have not reached any 
conclusions upon any schedules of the 
bill. There is, however, a well-defined 
impression about the senate that the 
bill will be generally remodeled and 
the rates considerably reduced in many 
of the schedules. 
A member of the 
committee is quoted by another sena 
tor as authority for the specific state­ 
ment that carpet duties would be cut. 
There is also general belief 
among 
■western senators that there will be ma­ 
terial changes in the rates on wools, 
especially on those of the third class. 
Among other suggestions which have 
been urged upon the committee is a re­ 
turn to the Wilson law' of 8 cents a 
pound duty on hops, instead of the lo 
cents provided by the Dinglev bill. It 
is claimed that the proposed increase 
will be an injury rather than a benefit 
to the producer and a hardship to the 
consumer. 
A uniform rate on all imported to­ 
bacco suitable for cigar purposes is also 
suggested. 
It is asserted that the en­ 
actment of the Dingley rates into law 
w'ould result in throwing 300,000 cigar- 
makers out of employment. 
There is also much contention about 
the lumber schedules, as there is about 
many other schedules. 
The American 
lumbermen interested in Canadian for­ 
ests appear to be especially concerned 
over the Dingley rates.

Warehouses Are Filled W ith Goods 
Which Are Being Held For a Rise 
in Price—Rates Have Doubled in a

The most surprising thing about the 
extraordinary movement of tobacco 
during the past w inter has been he 
rapidity with which it was gathered 
in from the han^s of the producers. 
In October last the tobacco growers of 
this state held on their farms an equiv­ 
alent of a t least three full crops— 
probably not less than 200,000 oases of 
Wisconsin leaf—the grow th cf from 
’92 to ’96 It would be a difficult thing 
now to find 2 OOO cases of ail grow ths 
rem aining 
in 
the first hands if the 
state was to be thoroughly canvassed. 
It is rem arkable th at so much leaf 
should have been moved out so quickly 
aud the wondsr is where it has gone 
to after its disappearance* Aside from 
w h it is known to have been exported, 
which will doubtless not reach one- 
half the gross amount, the balance is 
somewhere yet in the country. 
The 
90 crop is of course stored away in 
the warehouses of the state. 
The 
most of the local warehouses are also 
full of old leaf. 
H eld 
F or 
S peculation. 
It is well known th a t very little of 
the tobacco bought since the holidays 
haB yet gone to the m anufacturers. 
deuce t e supposition is th at the great 
bulk of old goods not exported is held 
by the dealers for specu'alive pur­ 
poses. 
The prices which are now be­ 
ing offered local packers for similar 
goods indicate th a t the soeculators 
now having got control of the stock of 
old domestic 
leaf, do 
not 
intend 
to part with it except 
a t a 
very 
large advance from the first 
oost. 
W hether they will bs able to hold 
the corner they established remains to 
be seen. 
It is evident th at the rush 
after old stock the past few months 
was prompted by a speculative de 
mand, the like of which the tobacco 
trade has not witnessed for a good 
mady years 
It has been a long tim<\ 
says the Edgerton
